SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Tendring  R.D.  vary  according 
to  the  locality.  The  central  and  extreme  N.W.  is  occupied  by  an  agricul¬ 
tural  population.  During  the  past  four  years  this  has  been  gradually 
augmented  by  some  73  families  comprising  362  persons,  who  have  been 
transferred  from  the  distressed  areas  in  the  North  of  England  through  a 
land  settlement  scheme  which  is  in  operation  in  the  parishes  of  Ardleigh 
and  Lawford. 

At  the  north  of  the  District  is  an  industrial  area  (Mistley,  Manningtree 
and  part  of  Lawford),  the  inhabitants  finding  employment  in  the  Maltings, 
Shipyards,  Timber  Importing,  Waterworks,  and  also  the  Xylonite  Works 
at  Brantham  (Suffolk).  At  the  north-east  corner  is  Parkeston,  in  the 
Parish  of  Ramsey,  which  is  occupied  almost  exclusively  by  employees  of 
the  L.N.E.R.  There  is  a  large  explosive  works  at  Great  Oakley,  and  the 
R.N.  Mining  Depot  at  Wrabness.  Throughout  the  District  there  is  a 
large  population  of  retired  pensioners,  which  is  more  in  evidence  in  the 
southern  and  south  eastern  area.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Including  the  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 


WATER. 

Seventeen  of  the  24  parishes  have  available  a  piped  supply  either 
direct  from  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company’s  mains  or  through 
those  of  the  Clacton  U.D.  (i.e.,  Parishes  of  Great  Bentley  and  St.  Osyth). 

The  mains  have  been  extended  in  St.  Osyth  Parish,  where  a  considerable 
amount  of  building  development  has  occurred.  The  extensions  consist  of  . 

750  yards  new  6in.  supply  main  from  the  Water  Tower  to  the 
Bury  Site. 

1,640  yards  distributing  mains  to  the  Point  Clear  Bay  Estate 
and  the  Tower  Estate,  and  extending  as  far  as  the  Stone, 
opposite  the  town  of  Brightlingsea. 

It  has  also  been  decided  to  convey  water  to  Little  Bentley  forthwith, 
pending  a  comprehensive  scheme  to  provide  the  parishes  in  the  South 
Western  portion  of  the  district  with  a  piped  supply. 


DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

St.  Osyth  Sewer  Extension. 

The  Spring  Road  sewer  has  been  extended  200  yards  in  order  to 
bring  the  Brazier  Estate  into  the  system. 

Great  Bentley  Sewage  System. 

A  percolating  filter  with  revolving  distributors  capable  of  dealing  with 
the  present  sewage  has  been  added  to  the  Great  Bentley  Sewage  Works. 
The  position  is  so  arranged  that  further  filters  may  be  added  should  the 
necessity  arise. 

Comprehensive  sewage  schemes  for  Ramsey  and  Little  Oakley,  Little 
Clacton  and  Weeley,  Mistley  and  Lawford  are  at  present  under  consideration 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  Council  are  examining  again  the  position  at  Ardleigh.  A  sewer 
is  needed  in  this  parish,  but  the  proposition  is  a  very  difficult  one. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  work  has  been  carried  out  during  1937  with  the  primary  object 
of  protecting  the  streams  of  this  area.  The  new  filter  bed  at  Great  Bentley 
Sewage  Works,  however,  will  be  an  extra  safeguard  against  sewage  pollution 
in  the  case  of  the  Thorington  Brook.

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping.

Housing. 

The  number  of  houses  built  in  the  District  during  1937  was  160,  of 
which  none  were  Council  Cottages. 

At  the  end  of  1937  about  325  houses  in  the  area  were  unoccupied. 

During  1937  the  M.O.H.  made  official  representations  under  the 
Housing  Act,  1936,  in  respect  to  47  clearance  areas  comprising  234  houses.

The  above  figures  show  that  this  District  has  again  been  remarkably 
free  from  serious  infectious  diseases  during  1937. 

Influenza. 

Influenza  occurred  in  this  district  commencing  about  the  middle  of 
January  and  continuing  until  late  in  February.  The  whole  area  was  not  equally 
affected  ;  the  North-Western  corner  and  the  Thorpe  district  appeared  to 
suffer  most.  Of  14  deaths  attributed  to  influenza  12  occurred  between  10th 
January  and  13th  February." 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  14  cases  of  scarlet  fever  which  occurred  during  the  year  were 
sporadic  in  character  and  evenly  distributed.  Six  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  the  first  and  five  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

The  case  of  enteric  fever  as  shown  in  the  death  returns  occurred  in  an 
institution  for  mental  patients.  The  disease  was  not  contracted  in  the 
district. 

Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  whooping  cough  occurring  during  the  year  was, 
according  to  the  school  returns,  not  great.  The  death  rate  from  this 
disease  was  high  owing  to  pulmonary  complications. 

Measles. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  district  during  the 
first  half  of  the  year.  It  made  its  appearance  in  Ramsey,  Parkeston  and 
Wix  during  December  of  the  previous  year  (1936),  whence  it  rapidly  spread. 

By  the  middle  of  July  of  1937  all  the  schools  in  the  district  with  the 
exception  of  St.  Osyth,  Tendring,  Little  Bromley  and  Beaumont  had 
suffered  from  the  infection. 

The  disease  was  mild  in  character  and  no  fatal  cases  occurred.
